Mr. Cottrelle said that if a motor- 
ist uses up all the coupons in his 
present book he will not get a new 
book of any kind, If the owner of a 
small car has less than 16 coupons in 
hiss category “A” book when he 
turns it in, the number he is short 
will be torn from hig new category 
“AA” book before he receives it, 

. The controler warned motorists

German City Has 
‘Slave Girl Market 


There ig a slave market for Rus- 
sian girls in Cologne, Germany, This 
is revealed in a letter from a girl 
who was carried off by the Germans, 
gays Red Star. 

The letter was brought by scouts 
of a Soviet unit operating behind 
the enemy's lines, and was addressed 
to the girl’s mother at Ordzhomkid- 
begrad, near Bryansk, 

. The girl says: “We were thrown 
into cars and travelled for 12 days 
without bread, 

“Oh! how I did not want to go. 
Uncle acvised me not to, but you, 
Mother, told me that if I refused we 
should all be killed. I would rather 
have died. 

“after our arrival we were put up 
for sale, and people bought us ag if 
we were slaves—as many as they 
liked. 

“I work from dawn tin night, and 
have to do everything that my boss 
demands. Tonya, how good it is that 
you did not go, I have been sold fore- 
ever. 

“Mother, do not be angry with me. 
Iam writing the real truth, My 
thoughts to everyone,-Olga Selez- 
exa.—-Miy 3, 1942.” 

Red Star, comments; This did, not 
happen decades ago in an African 
jungle or on the banks of the Congo, 
but on a European river, the Rhine. 
This is the symbol of the new order.”

We may believe also, that 
there is a will not our own but add- 
ing power to our own, that this other 
kind of Winter, which kills compass- 
ion, which freezes justice, shall not 
come, In this faith there is no lover 
of humanity who cannot have some 
share, By courage in shop and home, 
by steadiness in battle, we may make 
a kind of spring in January.

PREVENTION 
WEEK 


Once again by Proclamation of His 
Excellency the Governor General of 
Canada, the week of October 4th to 
10th has been set aside as Fire Pre- 
vention Week, 

Why a Fire Preventon Week? Fire 
Prevention is a matter which’ needs 
attention fifty-two weeks in the years 
It hag been found desirable, however, 
for the past twenty-two or twenty- 
three years to designate a week in 
which the public ess may. 
be impressed with the enormous cost 
of our waste in the hope that con- 
ditions may be improved and care- 
lessness reduced, i 

Canada’s fire waste in 1941 am- 
ounted to more than $28,000,000 in 
property loss and 323 lives lost. If we 
are to give of our best in this war 
against Nazi-ism, Fascism and Jap- 
anese Imperialism, we must reduce 
our fire waste by many millions of 
dollars, We must realize that every 
fire is a national calamity, something 
that eats into our reserves of much 
needed material or slows down pro- 
duction, Fire is one of the means by 
which the enemy hopes to defeat us 
and it doesn’t matter whether it is 
of accidental origin or set by a sab- 
oteur, the same purpose is accomp- 
lished, 

Carelessness is the greatest sab 
oteur to date in Canada. We can el- 
iminate that threat to our war effort 
by being more careful with fire in our 
daily life, All fires are small in their 
beginning but they may develop into 
conflagrations, Our duty is to see 
that they don’t start, 

Fire Prevention is really an ap- 
plication of common sense, such as 
for example, being sure that your 
cigarette is out before you throw it 
away, examining your heating ap- 
pliances for defects before starting 
up the winter fire, seeing that there 
is nothing near your stoves that 
could catch fire in your ‘absence, 
There are many other ways ‘in which 
fires start, but by being careful we 
can remove the conditions which so 
often result in tragedy, Let us re-

In all variety improvement work 
many characteristics must be taken 
into consideration, such as high yield 
good quality, disease resistance and 
other factors and it is therefore nec- 
essary to combine as many of these 
desirable characteristics as possible 
in the one variety. In the strength of 
straw work, an effort has been made 
to develop ‘a high yielding, early mat- 
uring variety, with resistance to leaf 
and stem rust, and possessing as 
much resistance to lodging as poss- 
ible, That definite progress in this 
field 1s being made is shown by the 
results obtained) in tests conducted in 
1942 on land in a high state of fert- 
ility where only those varieties poss- 
essing inherent strength of a high 
order’were able to stand up.
